ABrlcuUurc ilcpartnicnt UKcnclcs nrc brlnn- 
Ing Baliamans lo llic Unllotl Slntca to help 
solve our farm labor problem. Mexicans have 
been Imported, for work In the -southwest, 
for more than a year now. It Is proposed to 
recruit Jirmalcans. 

Tlicrc is no objection to those steps in 
themselves. But one wonder.-: why wc arc go- 
ing to Mexico and to British Caribbean Is- 
lands for larm help before wc even try to 
utilize ten.s of thousands of Jobless American 
citizens in Puerto Rico. 

At latest reports there were 300.000 un- 
employed jlbaros down there, and wc have 
been spending well In excess ot $25,000,000 
a year out of the federal treasury — in ad' 
ditlon to remitting all insular contributions 
to national Income — tb relieve the most prcsS' 
Ing misery on the Island. 

Bolivar Pagan. Puerto Rlcan delegate to 
congress, says that 100,000 ol hi.*: people could 
be sent up here to help relieve the man- 
power shortage. Most of them would be agri' 
cultural workers. 

Charles Goldsmith, department of labor 
representative in Puerto Rico, says the Island 
"could supply a minimum of 20,000 skilled 
SSd semi-skilled workers for industry— he has 
case records covering that number of 
chanlcs. railroad laborers, roundhousemcn, 
carpentcra. and similar skills— and a greater 
number of cane cutters, citrus workers and 
agricultural field hands. 

George Cross of the war manpower com- 
mission says we could bring a large number 
of skilled and farm workcrc, and could pay 
them from two to three times what they 
would earn In Puerto Rico If they had Jobs 
there. 

Nevertheless, wo arc going after Bahamans 
and Jamoicans, who suffer from every natur- 
al disability alleged against Puerto RLcans. ' 

They have similar economic, .noclal and 
racial backgrounds. They must leave or could 
bring their families, exactly like Puerto 
Ricans. They are accustomed to year-'round 
climatic balmlncss and will not like our colder 
weather. 

Moreover, they ore aliens, for whose wel- 
fare we have no le^al or moral obligation. 
The Puerto Ricans are cltizciis. and them wc 
must support. We con keep tlie Puerto Ricans 
on relief, while wc import Bohamans and 
Jomalcans, or we can give Jobs to the Puerto 
Ricans first, reduce relief co,iUs, relieve over, 
crowding and chronic starvation in Pucrti 
Rico, train these backward brothers in our 
more progressive methods and Rcncrally im 
prove their condition. 

Probably, in the end, we shall need all the 
men wc can get from all these sources. But 
why start with aliens? Why not give Ameri- 
can citizens the first break?
